ingly. But the Queflion is, who thall put it in Execu- 
tion? We have already determin'd Players to be incapable, 
and all the World will be convine'd that Authors are fo too; 
their united Fortunes would hardly be able to effeét it, and, 
if they could, they are too much Parties in the Affair to be 
trulted with what depends upon Unanimity, Regularity and 
Order: When Poets or Players thould ingrofs it to them- 
felves, there will always be Complaints of all Sides, and 
perhaps with Reafon: Both chefe therefore mutt be fet afide 
in Favour of difinterefted, and impartial Perfons; fuch are 
Men of Quality, and Figure, Tafte, and Fortune; fuch 
only are fit to be at the Head of the Stage, and dittate to 
the Pleafures of an elegant, and underftanding People: To 
them therefore we apply to redrefs the Grievances of the 
Stage, and prevent them for the future; to take the Caufe 
of Learning and Virtue into their Protection, and encou- 

rage both by their Example; they have the Means in their 
own Hands, and may execute it at Pleafure; they have 

Knowledge, Judgment, Importance, and Impartiality, and 

every Requifite for fo amiable a Truft: To them therefore 
this Application is made with all Juftice, and Propriety ; 
the Poet, the Player, the Speftator defire their Interpofition 

for the common Advantage, and the Intereft of. the Stage 
demands it: "Tis to be prefum'd they have too much Ge- 
nerofity to decline -what is become fo neceflary, and would 

prove of fo much Advantage. "Tis an Offer abiolutely 

worthy of their Acceptance, and the Levers of Mufick have 
already fhewn them the Way : Surely the Britifh Theatre is 
as worthy of Notice, as the Jtalian Song, and needs their 
Encouragement a great deal more.—_—The Atienians, it 
may be remembred, made their Stage the Care of the Go 

vernment itfelf; and furely the Asheniam had not a fingle 
Virtue that would not become a Briton as weil; we would 
bave no Difference but in the Name; if there is any, let it 
be made to our Advantage.

FIER the Author has recited the Bill which was de- 
fiend to be brought into Parliament, for refraining the 
Prefs, be proceeds in the following Manier. 

A new Parliament being called, the Queen went'to the 
Houfe of Peers the 2d of March 1713-14, and made a 
Speech to both Houfes, in which are thefe Words. 

I wifh that effeftual Care bad been taken, as I have often 
defired, to fupprefi thofe feditious Papers and faPions Rumours, 
by which defigning Men have been able to fink Credit, and the 
Innocent have fuffered. 

The Commons in their Addrefs in Anfwer to this 
Speech ; fay, 

They will on all Occafions few their juft Abborrence of the 
licentious Praficcs in publifbing fcandalous Papers, and preaa- 
ing feditious Rumours. 

And on the 11th of March the Houfe refolved, That on 


of the whole Houfe, to take in Confideration that Part of 
her Majefty’s Speech, which relates to the fupprefling fedi- 
tious Libels and faétious Rumours. — 

But this was poftponed from one Time to another, and 
nothing done in it during that Seffion, which ended three 
Weeks before her Majefty’s Death. 

It is moft apparent, that the Proceedings of thefe two 
Houfes of Commons, with Relation to the Licentioufnefs 
of the Prefs, did not take their Rife from them, but were 
exprefly recommended to them over and over by Speech or 
Meflage from the Throne, which, according to the Craft/- 
man, is alwaye an AG of the Miniffry; and the Miniftry, 
as he has been afferting thefe five Years, is forme one parti- 
cular Man: And therefore fure we cannot miftake, when, 
finding the Name of one of Queen Anne's Minifters in the 
Front of thefe Proceedings, we charge him with the Whole. 
Having fhewn what was the declared Opinion of that 
Minifter, and of the Party which prevailed among the 
Commons, of the Licentioufnefs of the Prefs, let us take 
a View of their Praétices with Relation to Printing. 
The Prefs was very much employed, both by the Houfe 
of Commons and the Minifter. 
From the Houfe came Reports and Reprefentations, ex- 
pofing and cenfuring the Conduét of the Allies, the former 
Miniftry, and the Negotiation of the Barrier Treaty ; and 
charging the General of the Confederate Forces, as alfo 
fome particular Perfons at Home, with Corruption in their 
Employments. 
From the Minifter, and from his Creatures, came Shoals 
of Pamphlets and Papers, many of which were diligently 
and profufely difperfed all over the Kingdom. No Body 
that remembers thofe Times need be told, with what Info- 
lence and Petulancy. what Obloquy and Defamation, the 
moft diftinguifhed Perfons, and indeed all Bodies and Par- 
ties of Men, who held Revolution-Principles, and ftood 
firm to the Hanover Succeflion, were treated in thofe Papers; 
and how they were adapted to all Taftes, from profefled 
Facobites, and Church Bigots, down to the meaneft and 
moft diffolute Part of the Nation. In fhort, the Prefs had 
its full Swing on their Side. 
On the other Hand, this their flagrant and coarfe Beha- 
viour, and its manifeft Tendency to the worft of Evils that 
Proteftants could fear, incited the oppofite Party to write 
with great Spirit and Freedom.
